Room for displaying the cattle spacious, likewise car park- 
ing, trucking facilities, ete.

Club Boy to Progressive Breeder in 10 Years 


By GEORGE NICHOLS 


It took Marvin L. Cook 10 years, al- 
most to the day from the time the first 
heifer calf was dropped distinguishing 
him as a Holstein breeder, until he was 
notified by Holstein Headquarters at 
Brattleboro, Vermont, that he had _ be- 
come the 144th breeder in the nation 
to qualify for the Progressive Breeder's 
Award. That within itself should be 
some of a record, not to mention 
that he may be the youngest yet to re- 
ceive the award. He is also one of the 
first to qualify, starting as a National 
Junior Member, with a herd evolving 
from a 4-H foundation. 

Marvin, a handsome chap, unmarried, 
and still in his twenties, resides with his 
parents on their farm near the little 
village of East Sparta in southern Stark 
County, Ohio. This section, rather hilly 
in nature, is near the Tuscarawas River 
Valley, where many herds of black and 
white cattle may be seen grazing in the 
summer months along the steep grassy 
Early Swiss settlers dubbed this 
section of Ohio as the “Switzerland of 
America.” Today, plants scattered 
through this section, extending to the 
south through Tuscarawas and Holmes 
Counties, turn out in the neighborhood of 
four million pounds of Swiss cheese an- 
nually.

Emmett Cook, Marvin's father, has al- 
ways milked a few cows to help pay the 
bills, not paying much attention to the 
pedigree or color until Marvin procured 
his first 4-H calf in 1934. During the 
throes of the depression, this heifer at 
seven months of age cost $25. A couple 
of years later Marvin bought two more 
heifers. One cost $20 and the other $40. 
Marvin recalled that the nearest he ever 
came to getting “skinned alive” was when 
he came home and told his folks that 
he had paid $40 for a registered heifer 
calf. Fortunately, everything worked out 
in Marvin's favor. In September 1938. 
the $40 heifer had a heifer calf. She was 
the first animal he ever bred, and he 
named her Ormsby Bessie Pontiac De 
Kol. Today at 10 years of age she is 
one of the outstanding cows in the herd. 
Officially classified “Good Plus,” she has 
a record of 17,388 pounds of milk and 
589.3 pounds of fat as a six year old in 
HIR, another record near 500 pounds of 
fat as an eight year old, and this year 
she will go over the 500 pound fat mark 
again. Unfortunately, five of her seven 
calves have been bulls. One of these was 
used as a herd sire. He has a daughter 
in the herd classified “Very Good,” with 
her first two records averaging around 
425 pounds of fat, and this year it looks 
like she will go over the 500 pound mark 
with well over 400 pounds in the first 
seven months.

feels that his initial investment has grown 
into a herd, which, if dispersed today, 
would net in the neighborhood of 
$10,000 However, his intentions are 
far from a dispersal.

In 1943 he bought a farm of 104 acres 
just over the hill from that of his folks. 
Seventy acres are tillable, while the re- 
mainder offers good bottom pasture.

Since Ohio weather is not always con- 
ducive to making good hay, a mechanical 
hay drier was installed this year. Mar- 
vin is a heavy hay feeder, and keeps it 
before his cows even in flush pasture 
that cheap milk is 
produced from good pasture, he rotates 
the cows from one pasture to another as 
soon as the grass begins to show wear 
from grazing. This has been a profitable 
practice, allowing good grazing late in 
the season after many pastures have be- 
gun to dry up.

ylvester Benjamin Hall 
universally known as S. B. 
has been a trailblazer and a 
man of action all his life. Grad- 
uating from Oregon State Col- 
lege 40 years ago — where he 
captained the track team — he 
started teaching school, setting 
up at Medford, Oregon, the first 
high school Ag. class in the 
state (Incidentally marrying a 
young Pennsylvania girl who 
had come out to Medford to 
teach home economics). Then 
he was called to California to 
set up an Ag. department in a 
Los Angeles County school. 
Here in 1913 he started a small 
Holstein herd. 


In 1915 he returned to his na- 
tive Oregon, shipping his cattle 
by boat to Portland, and settl-

ing on a farm a few miles up 
the Columbia River at Trout- 
dale. Shortly after, he took a 
job as County Agricultural 
Agent in Multnomah County 
(Portland area)—another first 
for the state—and for 30 years 
he held this post. Here he spon- 
sored the first certified seed po- 
tato project in Oregon, and his 
leadership made his county 
tops in the growing and pro- 
cessing of strawberries. Mean- 
while he did not neglect the 
dairy industry and his work 
was so well organized that he 
could continue the development 
of his own farm and herd. 

The Hallrose herd began to 
enjoy a national reputation, 
with production records near 
the top and grand champion- 
ships at the nearby Pacific In- 


ternational Show. He was a 
star customer of Carnation for 
bulls, and built his herd on a 
concentration of the old Hazel- 
wood breeding. A bull of his 
breeding is now a leading herd 
sire at Carnation. 

S. B. served a term as Director 
of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America (1940-44), 
and was vice-president last 
year. He has served on many 
special committees including 
two years as judge at the Na- 
tional Show in Argentina. For 
the past several years he has 
been devoting almost full time 
as an official inspector of herd

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The Finances of the Association 
Given at the 1949 Convention, San Francisco 
By ALBERT B. CRAIG, Chairman, Finance Committee 


{ have been asked to speak to you 
about the finances of the Association. 
You are interested in the present and 
future financial condition but, to look 
to the future, it is often necessary to 
take a look at the past The material 
for this talk for the years prior to 1930 
has been taken from “Holstein-Friesian 
History” published by the Holstein-Frie- 
sian World, Inc. in October, 1930, a very 
complete and concise History of the 
Breed and The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America up to that date. Since 
then, I have used the annual printed re 
ports. 

I trust a slight reference to this past 
history will not be boring to some of you 
who helped make that history and I 
know that, to others, it will give a solid 
foundation for the policies to be formu- 
lated in the future. There is a saying 
that “History repeats itself” and, to me, 
I can see a trend toward the financial 
history of the Association being repeated, 
although there is no valid reason for it 
doing so and we have an obligation here 
of not permitting it to do so. 

The Association had a humble begin- 
ning. Its first year, ending April 30, 
1886, showed income of $24,950 and ex- 
penses of $19,572. Income remained 
practically stationary for a few years and 
then started going off until the years 1897 
and "98 when the average yearly 
ings were $8,566. We seemed to have de- 
pressions even then. However, the fi- 
nancial condition of the Association was 
well kept in hand, some years showing 
a slight loss but, with most of the years, 
showing a profit. I believe this was 
mostly done on a basic registration fee 
of one dollar and a transfer fee of 
twenty-five cents. 

The Reserve Fund was established in 
May, 1903, with a transfer of $15,000 
from General Funds. I would like to 
interpose here to say that the difference 
between the two funds is that the Gen- 
eral Fund can be expended by a majority 
vote of the Directors present at any 
meeting but, after funds have been trans- 
ferred to the Reserve Fund, it requires 
three-fourths vote of all the Directors to 
expend those funds. The Reserve Fund 
was periodically increased by appropria- 
tions from the General Fund, together 
with the Reserve Fund interest earnings 
until December 31, 1921 The fund 
reached a high of $357,668.26 as of De- 
cember 31, 1922. The high point of both 
funds was April 30, 1921, when they 
were $499,280.10, with current net assets 
of $504,367.07. This is a most unusual 
position of liquidity, but it is something 
I wish to emphasize now and will men- 
tion again, one’s money invested in brick 
and mortar does not provide the means 
to meet a payroll. Over this period, the 
registration fee remained the same, but 


earn- 
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the basic transfer fee was raised from 
twenty-five cents to one dollar in June, 
1919. 

The promotionel activity also had a 
humble beginning first as the Literary 
Committee. In 1919, a nationwide ex- 
tension program was effectec. The ex- 
penditures of the Literary" Committee 
were very moderate, but prizes at fairs 
and prizes for milk and butterfat rec- 
ords were substantial with a continuing 
increase each year. For the year end- 
ing April 30, 1920, $78,457.86 was spent 
for extension and, for years ending April 
30, 1921, $110,649.46. 

We thus have had a very interesting 
financial history up to April 30, 1921, 
when by careful management and living 
within its income, the Association had 
built up a sizeable net worth which was 
represented by cash or its equivalent 

During the next nine years, the As- 
sociation enjoyed good times. Income 
was steady and at a high level. The 
registration fees remained the same. 
Transfer fees were reduced to 50c in 
June, 1921, raised to $1.50 in June, 1922. 
Nevertheless, expenditures were greater 
than income for each year, except 1925, 
with the result that total assets were re- 
duced $39,970.12 to $449,309.98. Over 
this period, expenditures for Extension 
averaged around $140,000 a year with an 
additional $24,000 per year for prizes. 
The peak for Extension was $204,687.52 
in 1923. 

1930 was the beginning of the depres 
sion. The Association's business took a 
sharp tumble and the upward trend in 
registration and transfer receipts did not 
come until 1936. Except for 1933, the 
Association had a loss each year through 
1936. The low point in total assets was 
December 31, 1936, at $259,304.58 with 
net current assets down to $137,867.42. 
This showing was only accomplished by 
cutting expenses to the “Bone” and that 
for Extension was cut to $24,600 in 1933, 
a reduction of $110,000 within four years. 
Transfer fees were reduced to $1.00 in 
1933 and raised to $1.50 in 1936. Had 
it not been for the net worth built up 
prior to January 1, 1922, the Association 
would have faced serious financial diffi- 
culties. 

Ihe Association again entered a period 
of prosperity. At first, our profits were 
modest, but we were able to increase ex- 
penditures for promotion. Expenses were 
kept within income, so net+worth was 
increased. 1940 saw a spurt, because of 
a change in the Registration Fee sche- 
dule, although the basic fee remained 
the same, and likewise the change in the 
transfer fee schedule. During the war 
years, our financial operations were very 
satisfactory with a steady increase of ap- 
plications, but with our cost of opera- 
tions, except labor, kept down by Gov- 


ernment control. Extension Service ex- 
penditures remained about uniform at 
slightly better than $80,000 per year 

The Reserve Fund itself after reaching 
a low of $116,751.28 December 31, 1937, 
has been increased by transfers from the 
General Fund and, since 1939, by mem- 
bership earnings, and, also, the amount 
realized from the sale of the 
Property. 

December, 1946, was the end of another 
period. Transfer fees under the Osborn 
Amendment, an increase of fifty cents, 
had become effective July 1, 1944. Ex- 
tension increased to $109,000 in 1945 and 
our promotional including 
both Extension and Foreign Relations, to 
$165,000 in 1946. Net worth at Decem- 
ber 31, 1946 was $910,586.46 with net 
current assets at $807,579.06. 

I can see a very close comparison be- 
tween the period 1936-1946 with that 
from the beginning of the Association 
up to April 30, 1921. During each period 
expenses including relative expenditures 
for promotion had been kept within in- 
come so that net worth had been in-

creased. 

1947 looks much like the beginning of 
the period which we experienced in 1922 
and ending in 1930. We are experienc- 
ing our best business of all times, yet we 
are barely living within our income. We 
have increased our promotional expendi- 
tures to over $200,000. We increased all 
of our fees effective for 1948, yet for two 
years we have operated for a $10,000 
profit, but with a decrease of $78,595 in 
net current assets. Had the fees not been 
increased for 1948, we would have had 
to draw on our het worth around 
$100,000. We have just about reached 
the peak of the upward cycle of costs. 
There is evidence of increased efficiency 
due to the Office Survey and general 
economic conditions. Our first four 
months’ operations for 1949 are way 
expectation, but that does not 
mean the “Bird is in the bag” for the 
year. A careful estimate of receipts for 
the balance of the year indicates that 
our operating profit for 1949 will be 
around $22,400 with a decrease of net 
assets of $7,800. These may be the re- 
sult of a year which will probably be the 
peak in this cycle as to both receipts 
of applications and certificates issued. 

Some may say we have enough laid 
aside. Our net current assets at Decem- 
ber 31, 1948 were $729,000. Compare 
that with our last peak of $504,600 at 
April 30, 1921. Our wage payroll then 
was $155,000 per year, today it is better 
than $350,000. Last year, our expenses 
were $822,600, in 1921 they were $461,000. 
Our 1921 peak did not carry us through 
the last depression. I make this state-

Monthly Farm Guidance Letter for July 
By ALBERT M. WOLFE, 
Farm Consultant 

The Outlook. Right now, fear of gov- 
ernment excesses in socialistic planning 
is complicating the process of economic 
adjustment. Unless this fear is abated 
by an honest and economically sound pro- 
cedure on the part of the Administra- 
tion, the present period of price adjust 
ment could become a recession of some 
duration. It’s up to Mr. Truman to 
make the right move and not to follow 
the old smear technique of blaming 
business beforehand for the possible re 
cession. This is not the time to play 
politics, but rather for real statesman- 
ship 

Price Trends. The Associated 
weighted wholesale price index of 35 
commodities dropped from 154.34 on 
May 31 to 151.71 on June 24, or a drop 
of 2.63 as compared with a drop of 1.07 
in May and 6.08 in April. Inasmuch as 
retail sales slack off during vacation 
months of July and August, we can ex- 
pect further retail price drops in an ef- 
fort to stimulate trade

When consumer 
needs are pretty well satisfied as at pres 
ent, trade can only be stimulated by 
manufacturing and selling at lower costs. 
The present slump in buying is now tak 
ing on an international complexion and 
will probably continue until 1950 

Grains. Cash wheat prices at Kansas 
City varied greatly during June, from a 
high of $2.23% on June 10 to a low of 
$1.9914 on June 25 due to crop uncer- 
tainties and widespread government 
propaganda for the Brannan dole plan 
Cash corn at Chicago varied much less, 
from $1.32 on June 1 to $1.3914 on 
June 25, while oats moved from 67 cents 
on the first to 75% cents on June 21 
The cash price for soybeans at Chicago 
ranged from $2.23 on the Ist to $2.4114 
on June 25. The trends in July futures 
in wheat, corn, oats and soybeans were 
in the same 
prices $1.87'4; $1.2274; 5714 cents; and 
$2.17 wenpontivety and June 25th prices 
at $1.9614; $1.3214; 591% cents; and $2.34. 
Grain price trends during July will de 
pend upon the further development of 
the drouth conditions now prevalent in 
many areas. If the crops prove to be as 
large as estimated, prices should drop a 
bit during the harvest 

Mill Feeds. The demand for mill feeds 
was best in the southwest and northeast 
during June with hog and poultry feeds 
in largest demand. Oil seed meals have 
declined about 40% in price from the 
postwar peak, while feed grains have 
dropped exactly 50% Wholesale bran 
at Minneapolis on June 23 was selling at 
$48, While linseed oil meal dropped to 
$57. Dried beet pulp held steady at $70, 
Milwaukee. Soybean oil meal rose to $76, 
Decatur, 50% meat scraps to $139.50, 
Chicago and brewers’ dried grains to $46 
Chicago.
